Obedience as he, recanted his Opinion, when he was inform'd that 
the Conſtitution of the Empire allowed the Subjects to defend them- 
ſelves againſt the Emperors Tyranny, an Example which deſerves the 


Doctors Conſideration, fince that great Reformer ſubmitred himſelf - 


in Controverſies of State to the Deciſion of the States, and did not 
make the narrow Opinions of other Divines his Rule; bur tis need- 
leſs ro ĩnſiſt on this Subject, ſince every one knows that the Reform'd 
Churches in France, Swiſſerland, the Netherlands, and Scotland, were 
all for the Lawfulneſs of reſiſt ing Tyrants, and practis d accordingly, 
and we have heard already that the Church of England did not only 
approve but aſſiſt them in ſo doing Beſides the Germans and French 
were particularly aſſiſted in refifting their Princes by King James and 
King Charles I. ſo that even the Royal Martyr cannot eſcape the Con-

His next Defnce is, That this Doctrin hath in the moſt ſolemn

One would think that Paſſive Obedience rightly underſtood, might 
have taught the Doctor more Modeſty than to ſer up the Opinĩon of the 
Univerſity of Oxford, or of particular Divines, againſt the Determina- 
tion of the whole Church and State of England betore-mention'd. This 
is ſuch a way of arguing, as very ill becomes any Subject, but eſpe- 
cially one in his Circumſtances ta make uſe of againſt the Legiſlative 
Power of Great Britain. We are come to a fine pals indeed, when 
the Deciſions of an Univerſity, Corrupted by Slaviſh Principles, and 
manag d by. Arbitrary Princes, ſhall be ſet up againſt Acts of Kings, 
Queens, Parliaments and Convocations ; eſpecially when the contra- 
ry Dodtrins have been maintain d by all the Proteſtant Churches and 
Univerſities in Europe. This is not very much for the Honour of the 
Univerlity of Oxford, and may be of as little Advantage to the Cham-

Beſides, the Doctor will ſcarce be able to make it good that any 
Pat liament of England did ever approve that Doctrin as he has laid 


it down in his Sermons and Defence. The only Parliament that can 


be alledg'd, to have favourd this Doctrin, was that of Charles II. 
which Enacted the Clauſe above - mention d; but how often muſt the 
Doctor and his Party be told that it appear d by their own Practice 
that they never underſtood it in his Senſe, for every one knows they 
Impeach d and Impriſon d K. Charles's Miniſters for adviſing him to 
Arbitrary Meaſures. They Proſecuted the Popiſh Plot to the utmoſt, 
tho they knew the Court was in it, which was far from the Practice 
of Paſſive Obedience, which reaches. that Princes, or thoſe who Act 

by their Commiſſion, are not in any Caſe to be Reſiſted; and every 
one muſt own. that the Parliament was the . beſt Expofitors of their 
own Law. To this we may add, that the Court themſelves did. very 


well know that the Parliament who Enacted that Clauſe, never un- 
derſtood it in their Senſe, ſo that at laſt they grew. weary of that Par- 


liament, and Diſſolv d it after 18 Years continuance; becauſe of their 


Proſecution of the Popiſn Plot, and Voting that the Army ſhould be 


Disbanded, c. We ſee then what Streſs is to be laid on the Doctors 


Aſſertion, that this Doctrin hath been often approv'd by each Houſe 
of Parliament, when the only Parliament that ſeem'd to favour it was 


Diſſolv'd by the Court, and loaded with Reproaches as if they had 
been Enemies to the King and Government. Tis alſo to be obſerv d, 
that the King among other Things chargd them with * Having in- 
© vaded the Prerogative of the Crown in making War and Peace in a 


more dangerous manner than had been done in any Age, when the 


Sword was not drawn, becauſe they addreſſed bim to enter into a 


League Offenſive and Defenſive againſt the French King, and for the 
Preſervation of the Spaniſh Netherlands, for which they were ſeparat- 
ed without either Prorogation or legal Adjournment, and the laſt time 
he Prorogu'd them before tbeir Diſſolution, he told them he had not 
been well uſed by them. This is more than ſufficient to prove that 


that Parliament 1 underſtood the Paſſive Obedience Clauſe which 


they Enacted, in the Senſe of the Doctor and his Party, and that they 
meant no more by it than to ſecure the King againſt all manner of 


Violence, while he Govern'd according to Law. We all know that 


the next Parliament was ſo far from Paſſive Obedience, that the 
Court charg'd many of the Members with a Deſign to have rais d 
War againſt the King, becauſe they were for Proſecuting the Popiſh 
Plot, for endeavouring to exclude the Duke of Vr from the coma, 
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and propoling an Aﬀociation for the Defence of his Majeſties Perſon 
and Government, for which the Court defign'd ro have taken the 
Earl of Shaftsbury's Life, and thoſe of other Patriots as Plotters, and 
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Diffotv'd the Fartiament with a reproachful Declaration, which the *

e muſt own indeed that whatever the Parliament intended, the 
'Defign of the Court by that Clauſe was to Enflave the Nation, to 
overturn all our Laws, and ſet up Arbirrary Power, according to the 
: HE Engagements King Charles II. had enter'd into with the French 
King, ro ſecure himſelf an abſolute Authority over his Parliament, 
and ro Eſtabliſh Popery in Great Britain and reland. So that tis nor 
much for the Honour of the Doctor and his Faction to plead ſo fu- 
riouſly for the reviving of this Dactrin, at a time when Attem pts have 

been made, and are Mill carried on to bring us again under a Popith 
e ! 
But admitting the Doctors Allegation to be true, that the firſt Par- 
fament of K. Charles II. had approv'd this Doctrin, it can make no- 
5 thing for his Defence to revive it now, fince tis inconſiſtent with our 
preſent Conſtitation, and the Acts of Parliament formerly mention'd. 
Beſides, twas Condemn'd by many of our former Parliaments from 
Age to Age, and particularly that of King John, when the Parlia- 
ment relerv'd a Power to themſelves to compel him by all means poſſi- 
hle to keep the Great Charter, as they did alſo in the time of his Son 
_ . King Henry, ſo that tis certain that this Doctrin has been Condemn'd 
by many Parliaments, but it paſſes the Doctor's Power to prove that

The Doctor with his uſual Confidence and Tgnorance, ſays, that 


the lawfulneſs of reſiſting Supreme Powers was originally a Popiſh 


Doctrine. Had he ſaid, that the lawfulneſs of Rebelling againſt 


King and Parliaments was originally a Popiſh Doctrine, we might 


have believ d him, but to ſay that the Jawfulneſs of reſiſting Tyrants 
was Originally ſo, is as great à blunder, and diſcovers his Ipnorance 


of the Scripture. as much as the Paſſage in the 20 Page of his Sermon, 
that the Prophet El:ſha's Servant did not ſee. his Maſter's Danger till 
his Eyes were open'd by Miracle, and he found himſelf in the midſt 
of Charets and Horſes of Fire, whereas tis plain from the Text, that 
the Propher's Servant was ſufficiently allarmed at his-Maſter's Danger 
by an Army of Syrians, and cou'd not be rid of his Fear til! his 
Eyes were open d by Miracle to fee the Charets and Horſes of Fire, 
which Heaven had ſent to defend him. Had the Doctor been as 
much converſant with the Bible as he is with the malicious Invectives 
of the Laudean Faction, he would have found that the Reſilting and 
Dethroning of Rehoboam for re fuſing to redreſs the Grievances of the 
People was approvd by God himſelf, 1 Kings 12, He might aliv 


have found that David with an armed Force refilted the Tyranny of 


Saul, and defign'd to have joyn'd the Philiſtins-in making War upon 
him tho he was both his Prince and his Father. in Law. I hope the 
Doctor will not ſay that God, and the Man according to his own 
Heart learn'd this Doctrine from the Papiſts..
